Labor, Policing and Lighting 
Are Chief Items in Which 
a Reduction of Expenses Is 
Recommended. 


SOURCE OF REVENUE 


Special License for Automo- 
biles Using the Parks to 
Partly Offset Increasing 
Wear of Roadways 


Recommendations intended to effect a 
saving of | $30,000 a year in the main- 
tenance of the park system were made 
by Walter A. Webster in a report on 
his investigation of the metropolitan 
park commission, filed today with Gov- 
-ernor Foss. ‘ 

The contemplated saving is made up as 
follows: $10,000 for labor, $10,000 for 
police, $5000 at Nantasket and $5000 for 
lighting. 

Mr. Webster also recommends that 
jurisdiction over the bridge between 
Cambridge and Boston be taken from the 
park commission and turned over to the 
two cities; that the commission print 
in-its annual report an itemized state- 
ment of its receipts: that the Charles 
river basin be popularized; that the 
advisability of placing the employees on 
the Charles river basin under civil ser- 
vice rules be considered; that a special 
license of $5 for automobiles of less 
than 30 horsepower and of $10 for those 
of greater horsepower be requixed for 
automobiles using the metropolitan 
parks; that the state highways in the 
metropolitan area be placed under the 
jurisdiction of the metropolitan park 
commission; and if additional revenue is 
raised, that the price of bathing be 
decreased. 

In justifying the proposed special li- 
‘cense fee for use of the parks by auto- 
mobiles Mr. Webster points to the 
gradually increasing expense of road 
maintenance and its ratio to the increase 
of automobiles; also to the fact that 
automobile owners prefer the parkway 
routes for pleasure riding. 

He files as supplementary to the main 
report a statement regarding a polo 
ground and shooting stand on the Blue 


Hills reservation, and raises the question 


of their continued occupancy by private 
parties. 

Mr. Webster says he finds the metro- 
politan park commission an excellent ad- 
ministrative body. Its plan of organiza - 
. tion is excellent and its work is done. 
economically. 


RAILROADS RAISE. 
WAGES $1,000,000 


WASHINGTON—An amicable adjust- 
mint has been reached between the rep- 
resentatives of the carmen, boilermakrs, 
blacksmiths and sheet metal workers of 
the Southern railway and otier lines, 
according to a statement issuef by the 
American Federation of Labor. The ap- 
proximate advance in wages is upward of 
$1,000,000 a year. 

The men are to receive from 1% to 3 
cents per hour advance, and it is said 
the scale will apply, as it has done here- 
tofore. to the Seaboard Air Line, Atlan- 
tic Coast Line, Norfolk & Western and 
Chesapeake & Ohio,( with 9000: addi- 
tional men.

WASHINGTON—Senators are prepar- 
ing today for another trial of the charge 
that Senator Lorimer of Illinois obtained 
his seat by corruption in the Legislature, 
the inquiry to be conducted bya sub- 
committee: on privileges and elections, 
composed of four Republicans and four 
Democrats, four of whom voted for the 
conviction and four for the acquittal of 
the senator last session.

BAN ON AUTOS IS 
LIFTED BY BOARD 


The metropolitan park commission has

MINNEAPOLIS—James J. Hill, for 
half a century jfdentified with develop- 
ment of the Northwest, is preparing the 
way for retirement and the filing of 
$600,000,000 mortgage ‘on the Great 
Northern is the first step, according to 
his own statement.

“Preparations for 50 years to come for 
the retirement of bonds now outstanding 
as they fall due and for other issues to 
provide money to keep up the road and 
build extensions and make improvements 
that we expect will have to be made is 
the true reason for the mortgage,” he 
said. 

“The Great Northern and the Northern 
Pacific are jointly and severally liable 
for the Burlington bonds We could not 
provide a financial plan’ for a long time 
ahead and not take into account these 
bonds. We are not only liable for our 
half, but contingently we are liable for 
the whole. It does not mean that we 
have any fear that we will have to pay 
it all. 

“I think that this has led to a great 
deal of talk about new combinations and 
all that. -That’s rubbish. A _ great 
many of the statements as to what it 
means show little understanding of -the 
situation. Two northern roads have on 
their lines’ at this time the greatest 
bodies of timber in the country. Mineral 
production, the coal fields and all those 
things have to be taken into account. 
Why, the Chicago and Northwestern 
road gets about 1500 cars of its coal 
every day from the Burlington.

CAUSES $25,000 LOSS 
TO PROVISION FIRM 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass.—Damage esti- 
mated at more than $25,00Q, was caused 
by a fire which was discoveted on thie 
third floor of the Springfield Wholesale 
Provision Company building at 11:10 
o'clock Thursday night.

WHAT EDITORS ARE SAYING 


HE selected editorial .comments Pi 


day deal with the decision of the 
supreme court in the Tobacco trust case. 


NEW YORK TRIBUNE—The decision 
of the -United States supreme court 
against the so-called tobacco trust dis- 
poses of the notion that the interpreta- 
tion of the Sherman law “in the light 
of reason” had weakened that act. The 
lower court had followed the strictest 
and most literal construction of the act, 
which made it, in the celebrated illus- 
tration used by the presiding judge, for- 
bid even a combination between two pre- 
viously independent expressmen driving 
wagons between two villages in adjacent 
states. Yet it found certain of the de- 
fendants, such as the British Tobacco 
Company and the United Cigar Stores 
Company, not operating in restraint of 
trade. The supreme court reads the 
word “undue” into the law, and yet it 
finds guilty these defendants exculpated 
by the lower court. There we have a 
practical test of the effect of applying 
the statute in accordance with “the 
light of reason.” It has certainly lost 
none of its “teeth.” The condemnation 
of the tobacco trust is as sweeping as 
language could make it. ' 


CLEVELAND PLAIN DEALER—The 
tobacco trust must go the way of the 
oil trust. The highest court of the na- 
tion speaks the word, which no earthly 
authority may reverse. The _ trusts 
whose cases have been argued together 
before the court alnfost from their in- 
ception meet the same fate; they must 
dissolve in the interests of freedom of 
commerce. Though essentially unlike in 
their organization, both oil and tobacco 
trusts are declared to be monopolies in. 
restraint of trade. _In both cases ‘the 
victory of the government is complete, 
Together they constitute the most far- 
reaching triumph of the principle of 
government regulation of interstate cor- 
porations attained since trusts arose to 
trouble nations... . Clearly, _ this 
Sherman law can no longer be consid- 
ered either impotent because meaningless 
or ineffective because unenforceable. It 
has a significance which now in succes- 
sive important cases has been defined. It 
has “teeth,” which ‘organizers of future 
industrial monsters will study with un- 
feigned care. 

NEW YORK POST—The supreme 
court has no power to .confiséate prop- 
erty. It cannot outlaw property-rights; 
it can simply compel them to live with- 
in the law.» This is what must now be 
done by the tobacco corporations, to the 
satisfaction of the cireuit court; and 
the decision adds that in case of failure

CECILIA CONSERVATISM ASSERTED.’ 

The Cecilia Society has returned to 
its old standing as an independent choral 
society. With Arthur Mees as conduc- 
tor it will prepare its programs in its 
own way, having no regard for the en- 
gagements of the Boston Symphony lead- 
er either in Boston or in the cities of 
the monthly orchestral tour. 

The experiment of combining two mus- 
ical organizations possessing the highest 
executive efficiency of any of their re: 
spective kinds has been made and has 
proved disappointing’? No, for financially 
and artistically the Cecilia and Sym- 
phony alliance turned out well 

Inadvisable. though, without question; 
for whereas the Symphony orchestra men 
returning from a southern trip on Mon- 
day and finding the pages of a new work 
spread out on their music desks, can 
very comfortably have an interpretation 
of it prepared; before W ednesday night, 
the Cecilians to do.their part in the same 
work must have weeks of detailed drill. 

If only the orchestral and the choral 
methods of. study were alike, if the Ce- 
cilia sopranos could be counted on to 
take up a project like Bantock’s “Omar 
Khayyam” and read their line in the 
score with the same. ease that the Sym- 
phony violins can read theirs, all would 
go well. Some day’ there may be sing- 
ers in Boston who have the facility of 
expert instrumentalists and then choral! 
society and orchestra. may become per- 
manent allies. Operatic tradition says 
that voice and violin can be kept in 
administrative union, but New England 
singing society tradition says they can- 
not; and when the will of New England 
asserts itself even on questions of art, 
we had better be respectful. 

Perhaps many a season will glide by 
before a choral piece has its orchestral 
accompaniment performed in the manner 
of the “Omar”’/music at ‘the first Cecilia 
concert of 1910-11. Even so, there lies 
no elemental cause for regret in the re-. 
actionary procedure of the.Cecilians; for 
standards were, raised by Max Fiedler 
in his year of directorship to a degree 
epochal and the old-fashioned singing 
society type of orchestral assistance is 
exiled from the town for good. 

Mr. Mees has shown his ability in the 
Worcester festivals to manipulate the 
masses of choral tone ina Liszt mass and 
in a Berlioz Te Deum. He will bring new 
interpretative wealth to Boston. He will 
doubtless be given greater orchestral ad- 
vantages than he had in Worcester, where 
Boston Symphony men merely aésisted in 
a complaisant and professional way. 
Since Mr. Ellis, the Symphony Orches- 
tra manager, will continue to make ar- 
rangements for the Cecilia appearances, 
‘the,new chorus conductor will probably 
have in additiomto an enthusiastic com- 
pany of singers a force of instrumental 
artists in complete accord with his pur- 
poses.. He needs no more to call out 
thronging audiences. 4

The demand is chiefly for help skilled 
in the building and industrial trades, and 
agricultural pursuits. Employers, gen- 
erally speaking, are experiencing great 
difficulty in securing competent and re- 
liable skilled help at the wages offered. 
The army of general unskilled help is 
exceedingly large, and is constantly in- 
creasing.

ROYAL LITERARY FUND HAS. 


_ ITS 121ST ANNIVERSARY 


(Special to the Monitor.) 

LONDON — The one hundred twenty- 
first anniversary of the Royal Literary 
Fund, founded on May-18, 1790, was cele- 
brated at the Whitehall rooms, London, 
when Augustine Birrell presided over a 
distinguished gathering of 250 people, 
among whom were many well-knawn men 
and women of letters.

VAST EXTENSION OF 
PRIMARY SCHOOL Ig 
ADVOCATE IN INDIA 


(Special to the Monitor.) 
ALLAHABAD, India — The papers 
which have now been published concern- 
ing the proceedings of the educational 
conference which met here in February 
last under the presideney of Harcougt 


Butler, the new education member of the 
viceroy’s council, show that the question 
of lower primary education was treated 
with cgnspicuous common sense. 

‘ There is no gainsaying the fact that 
India is an exceedingly illiterate coun- 
try and the conference wisely determined 
that if this stigma is to be removed the 
best way to go about it is to carry out 
a vast extension of lower primary schools 
giving the simplest possible instruction 
capable of being imparted by a school- 
master such as can be chosen from the 
ordinary village. 

Nor should a costly building with elab- 
orate equipment be provided, but rather 
a structure and equipment in consonance 
with the rural standards of life and 
with hours and periods of instruction 
such as would fit in with the village rou- 
tine. 

The conference further decided that 
while the government should retain con- 
trol of the inspecting staff and al) tech- 
nical matters, the local authorities should 
be entrusted with the choice of teachers.

Being healthy, Shaw is strong, nil 
because of his strength he has faith— 
in himself, in man, in life.

An ingenious Frenchman has perfected 


‘|an envelope that is said to be proof 


against. the meddler who opens a letter 
not intended for him. 

The French contrivance is really. two 
envelopes. Each is of thin paper, one a 
pronounced blue, the other lighter in 
color and different in texture. . Both 
have gummed flaps. 

Fhe letter is first placed in the blue 


‘tenvelope, which is slightly smaller than 


the. other. Instead of being sealed, this 
is placed in the outer envelope and the 
inner flap is brought outside and gummed 
down upon the larger envelope. 

The outer flap is still unsealed. It is 
much larger: than the inner flap and 
reaches down toa good-sized star-shaped 
opening which shows through to the 
inner envelope, so. that when the outer 
flap is sealed it sticks not only to the 
outer envelope, but also through this. 

The letter is 
thus practically locked and double-locked.

RIGHT CONCEPT OF GOD 


AVID wrote: 
in his heart, there is no God.” 
By “fool” David evidently meant 
ah ignorant man. The skeptic 
—and there is “honest doubt”— 
only disbelieves because he does 
not understand God. He objects 


to what he believes God to be, or rather 
what he thinks other people believe 


Him to be. This being so should he not 
then inform himself as to the truth 
about God, that he may become wise? It 
is perhaps because he finds this task so 
difficult—if he is a logical man—that he 
prefers to think, or at any rate to say, 
“There is no God.” 

All through the ages God’s name has 
been taken in vain, in that He has been 
made to appear other than what He is. 
People in taking their idea of God from 
the Bible, have taken literally the beauti- 
ful metaphors, or imagery. Ofttimes 
they erroneously gain from it much the 
same notion of God as had Balak, who 
tried to get the Prophet Balaam to curse 
Israel because they were his enemies. 
Balaam, however, declared: “Behold I 
have received commandment to bless, and 
he hath blessed, and I cannot reverse it.” 
Balaam also remarked that “God is 
not a man that he should lie” showing 
that view of God to have been a more or 
less general one. The Scriptures tell 
us: “God created man in his own image.” 

It is of profound pathos that hungry 
hearts vearning for divine things have 
loved this mythical God of moods and 
passions ; that they have bowed their 
heads meekly to His supposed decrees 
of vengeance upon sin seeking to see in 
His supposed actions a divine purpose 
for their good..

commencement addresses that will be given 
Profits this month, it was urged by the speaker to 

the graduating class of one of the best of 
and the technical schools of the country that they 
fix definitely in thought the truth that prof- 
its are the highest test of efficiency in busi- 
ness. “The greater its profits the more eff- 


Efficiency 


cient a corporation,” said the orator. Pro- 
vided the winning business has no special 
privileges that its competitors lack, and provided it lives up to the 
same ethical code that most of its competitors live up to, then this 
generalization as to the precise ratio between profits and efficiency 
can pass unchallenged. Otherwise it cannot. 

Given peculiar privileges in purchase of raw materials, in 
exclusive control of better machinery, in lower freight charges on 
the finished product, in contracts with large buyers, and a business 
that is quite inefficiently managed from administrative and technical 
standpoints can produce profits:for its owners outclassing those 
gained by investors in industries or shops managed with a less 
monopolistic and selfish policy and quite beyond criticism as adimin- 
istrative organizations. ,But given equal or approximately equal 
conditions of doing business with anything like common - ethical 
ideals, and it is true that if A reports at the end of a year a profit 
of 10 and B one of 25 per cent, then B is the more efficient admin- 


istrator of his personal interests or those of investors who trust him. 


Hence, broadly speaking, possession of wealth, much or mod- 
erate in amount, is a fair index of the possessor’s efficiency as a 
doer of business. But it is a standard that constantly has to be 
rectified by other tests, that do not grow less in number or per- 
tinence as human interests multiply and as the social conscience 
becomes more sensitive. The peril of much of the demand at the 
present time for greater efficiency in business, in education and in 
government 1S in overemphasis on the monetary gain involved and 
in undervaluation of elements of real success that cannot be meas- 
ured by profits in dollars and cents or by the number and gxtent 
of administrative economies.

There is already talk of | 
a greater \Vashington, of annexations of territory from Maryland 
and Virginia. Reference has heretofore been made in these columns 
to a project looking to the acquisition of a wide strip for park pur- 
poses on the Virginia side of the Potomac. 

The latest proposal contemplates the purchase by,the govern- 
ment of a tract extending from the District of Columbia boundary 
half way to Baltimore. This comprises over 100,000 acres of 
forest land, mostly denuded now but suitable for rehabilitation. 
It is held at from $8 to $25 an acre, and an appropriation of 
$2,500,000 is asked of Congress for purchasing and transforming 
it into a great national park. It is proposed, among other things, 
that the forestry officials take charge of its replanting. ‘This bureau, 
it is held, would have here, where thousands from all parts of the 
country might look on, an opportunity of exhibiting its skill in 
forest making. In other words, it is argued, the cultivation of this 
tract might be made an object Jesson in forestry that would be 
of immense value to the entire nation. 

Of course, there is another reason. why it might be highly 
desirable for the government to possess itself of this tract. -As 
remarked before, Washington has already outstripped all early 
anticipations. It is growing steadily now. It will be well on the 
way toward the 500,000 point in population by the middle of the 


next decade. It is attracting industries. It should not become an’ 


industrial city. It may be prevented from becoming such by gov- 
ernment ownership of the outlying territory. If for no other rea- 
son, this would seem to be an incentive sufficient to induce Congress 
to surround the capital with a system of great parks.

AMERICAN financiers accustomed to spend- 
ing their summers abroad are leaving for 
Europe somewhat later than usual. Expert 
opinion makes it out that anticipation regard- 
ing the supreme court and the trusts was 
largely responsible for numerous delayed 
sailings. The moneyed interests probably 
did not wish to take long-range views of 
decisions that might influence the industrial 
world in many ways. A few great bankers 
like J. P. Morgan and Jacob H. Schiff were in Europe when the 
tobacco decision was handed down; but a comparison of current 
sailing lists with lists of previous seasons will show that financial 
experts in whom they place the utmost confidence remained at home, 
to be in touch with affairs until the country’s highest court deter- 
mined the fate of two of the biggest enterprises the, world has ever 
known. 

The presence in Europe of Mr. Schiff at this time is much 
more significant than appears on the surface. Whether premed- 
itated or not, the senior member of Kuhy, Loeb & Co. has been 
talking to the German newspapers. Now, the interest of Europe 
in the supreme court decisions is scarcely second to the interest felt 
in this country. And for this reason it is of more than passing 
significance when Mr. Schiff gives it as his. conviction that the 
effect of the decisions on European consumers and traders will be 
favorable. 

It would seem unwise to take exception to statements by one 
so experienced in American and foreign industrial affairs as this 
‘nternational banker. It seems clear that when producers of oil, 
for instance, can get.in touch with European dealers without such

dent not to go into it deeply until it seems 
clear that there will be enough patronage to justify the. innovation. 
The board of education has planned, therefore, for keeping open 
only two schools through the present summer. For those children 
who may enter, however, the summer sé@ssion will be made part 
of the general course. Thus, the plan-pgovides. for four quarters 
cf twelve weeks each. This will allow “four weeks for vacation 
in the year, two at the end of August, ove‘ for midwinter holidays 
and one in the early spring. It is proposed, also, to divide the course 
into four parts and to promote the children qu&rterly. Parents may 
elect to send their children to school for three or for, four quarters. 
Some may prefer that their children shall not attend school in win- 
ter. It may be an object with others to keep their children at home 
or to send them away in the spring. At all events, the schools will 
be open a full year, less four weeks;*and nine. months wil con- 
stitute the minimum course. : : 

Arguments advanced in support of the plan are that children, 
as a rule, are better off in school than out of it in the summer 
months; that most children have not the time that is necessary to 
the full primary course as it is at present arranged; that many chil- 
dren, because of lack of time, are compelled to leave school before 
getting through the primary grades; that the summer session will 
enable the average child to reach high school-in six years; that there 
is no reason why the public schools should be permitted to lie idle 
25 per cent of the time when they might be employed all the time 
in fitting children for the duties and responsibilities that come to 
them all too soon. 

On the other side, there is the general. prejudice in favor of 
summer vacations and the claim that all-the-year-round studies will 
prove too much for the children. Aside from these, there is really 
no serious objection to the change. The ‘first point referred to is 
hardly worthy of consideration. The summer vacation is simply 
a convention. Nevertheless, two weeks’ vacation in the summer 
is provided for, and four weeks’ vacation, in all. This is enough 
for children in normal condition. Those who are not in normal 
condition are not obliged to attend school in the summer-time. 
The innovation is intended for the multitude, not for the exceptions. 

Opinions among parents seem to lean to the idea that there 
is a greater waste of time in the schools under the present system 
than the children can afford, than society can afford; but these 
opinions will doubtless be largely reserv@d for private expression 
until the result of the experiments now about ‘to be made shall 
become known. ‘The change must be a crawl -rather than a jump. 
In its adoption not the least thing to be considered is provision for 
the ‘teachers.

with certain remedial alterations approved

committee. That the lawmakers have :been ‘subjected to strong pres- 
sure from the teachers affected and also from other persons similarly 
employed in other cities and towns of the state is not denied. But 
there also has been a recognition by lawmakers of the demand 
of parents and guardians of children and of the most intelligent 
and progressive citizens of Boston that by no chance should present 
conditions of underpayment of the women teachers of the lower 
grade schools be allowed to continue... Thus feeling, no theories 
of government as to the respective right-of. the state or the city 
to determine details* of educational policy have ‘been allowed to 
stand in the way of a definite program. * 

Whatever may be the action of the Senate relative to this 
veto, the discussion of the matter in and out of the Legislature has 
gone so far that ere long both state and city must face in a com- 
prehensive way the large issue of adjustment of teachers’ salaries 
to present standards of living and cost of maintenance. 


SPECIAL attention will be paid in London during the coronation 
season to the protection of visitors against hatpins that project 
from the head-dresses of the ladies.

and Alexander Agassiz. The deserved 
honor to the Harvard expert is in part due 
to his personal eminence, and in piart to the 
desire to recognize the extraordinary service to astronomers through- 
out the world rendered by the observatories in North and South 
America, over which he has control, wherein a campaign ot stellar 
photography has been carried on that’ gives to Harvard “the only 
existing history of the stellar universe for the last twenty years.” 
Harvard's only rival in many important fields of exploration 1s 
the observatory at Kiel, and no doubt the administrators of that 
fine example of German scientific method have had a share in decid- 
ing the eligibility of their American rival for the honor he has 
received. 4 

But Harvard is only one of many American imstitutions, quasi 
or wholly academic in type, that are amply endowed with funds 
and with instruments of exceptional size and precision, and that 
are being used by. highly trained and ambitious administrators to 
explore the heavens. Their combined achievements have made the 
rank ofsthe United States probably higher in this field ot applic 
science than in any other... The wealth of Mrs. Draper, of the 
late multi-millionaire Yerkes, of Mr. Carnegie and of such a bril- 


liant freelance and thinker as Percival Lowell, has equipped Amer-, 


ican observatoriés with apparatus of utmost precision and range, 
and has enabled the work to be done at altitudes and in regions 
exceptionally favorable to unprecedented results. Ample provision 
also has been made for enlistment of corps Of investigators 
adequately paid and given that security of tenure and peace of mind 
most conducive to the best sort of work. Generous plans have been 
devised for prompt publication of results throughout the world. 
The consequence is that in many ways the United States 1s in the 
van, and. this recognition of Professor Pickering is a sign of it. 
Whether the rank and: file of liberally. educated Americans 
today know as much about astronomy-as an earlier generation did, 
is a debatable question. Literature of a popular sort, finely illus- 
trated and designed to teach the elements to the" people, abounds 
as it did not formerly. On the other hand, more men and women 


come forth from college absolutely ignorant of astronomy than of 


vore. What they lose of capacity to understand the allusions of the 


world's best literature, and in knowledge that increases the range of, 


imagination. and deepens the reverence of the soul, they never know. 


Not only New York but the whole country will be triterested 


in, and much improved by, any well managed movement to pro- 


mote public politeness.

So LONG as office buildings were held, as - 
to height, within the limits of ten, twenty 
or even thirty stories, the time required for 
making the ascent to, or the descent from, 
one of the higher levels, while appreciable, 
was not so great as to call for serious 
thought on the part of the tenants. But as 
the skyscrapers mount higher, as their towers 
run up to an altitude of 700 feet, and 
threaten to reach a thousand, the man who 
bas an office on one of the upper floors must make his calculations 
with due recognition of the fact that considerable time will be con- 
sumed on the way up and on the way down in the elevator. 

There will be quite a difference between saying, “Take me to 
the fifth floor” and “Take me to the fiftieth.” It is likely to be 
the case that the commuter of the future will be heard saying to 
his wife, “Yes, I can get to the city and to the lower story of my 
office building in half an hour, but don’t forget, my dear, that I 
must then take the elevator.’ Or the commuter of the future who 
happens to be a tenant on one oft the upper floors of the skyscraper 
may excuse himself to a business acquaintance for being late in 
Alling an appointment by saying, “Yes, I know; the truth is I mis- 
calculated by about ten minutes the time it takes to get down to 
the street from my office.” 7 

But the average man and woman is in a constant state of 
adjustment to new conditions created by the world’s ceaseless 
onward movement. If the skyscrapers go higher and higher it may 
simply mean that the man or woman who must get up to one of
